Housing,  Land  Use  and  Development  Committee 

This  week  at  CCA's  Housing,  Land  Use  and  Development  Committee,  members  heard  about  two  proposed  new  developments  in 

South  Park  and  Arts  District  and  received  an  update  on  Our  LA  2040. 

•  Lightstone's  project  at  Figueroa  and  Pico  will  provide  up  to  1,162  guest  rooms  and  more  than  13,000  square  feet  of 
retail/restaurant  space  in  three  hotel  towers  located  directly  adjacent  to  Metro's  Pico  Station.  The  development  is  also 
located  immediately  to  the  east  of  the  LA  Convention  Center,  making  it  an  ideal  site  for  additional  hotel  rooms  to  serve  our 
city's  growing  convention  business.  CCA  members  voted  to  support  this  project. 

•  We  also  learned  about  AvalonBay  Communities'  new  development  in  the  Arts  District  located  at  668  Alameda  Street.  The 
project  as  proposed  will  be  a  seven-story  podium-type  building  consisting  of  475  live/work  units,  residential  amenities  and 
just  under  50,000  square  feet  of  ground-floor  retail  space.  Proposed  commercial  uses  within  the  development  include  a 
grocery  store,  restaurants  and  artist  production  space.  CCA  members  voted  to  support  this  project. 

•  City  Planning  provided  the  final  presentation  regarding  QurLA2040.  This  is  an  update  to  the  City's  General  Plan.  OurLA2040 
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will  result  in  a  new  20-year  citywide  plan  to  be  adopted  in  2020  and  will  put  into  place  policies  to  help  create  a  more  livable 
city.  Los  Angeles  is  expected  to  grow  from  just  over  4  million  people  today  to  4.6  million  by  2040.  Downtown  will  account  for 
approximately  20%  of  that  growth  by  adding  approximately  125,000  new  residents  by  2040. 


Regional  Connector 

The  Regional  Connector  will  begin  modifying  traffic  lanes  in  preparation  for  the  6th  Street  closure  removal  between  Figueroa  and 
Hope  Streets,  and  the  southbound  1-110  off-ramp.  Re-striping  will  take  place  on  Friday,  November  17,  from  7  am  to  7  pm  and 
Saturday,  November  18,  from  6  am  to  9  pm.  Activities  include  lane  striping  and  signal  modifications,  removing  of  k-rail,  sound  walls 
and  traffic  signage.  Pedestrian  access  will  be  maintained  at  all  times,  and  access  to  driveways  will  be  maintained  during  work  hours. 

Eastbound  6th  Street  thru  traffic  will  be  detoured  to  southbound  Bixel  Street  to  eastbound  7th  Street  to  Olive  Street,  back  to  6th
